The Commissioners appointed to 


erect the buildings made their state- 
ment Jan. 27. 1S04. They charged 
themselves with cash received from 
the county toward the building >SOOO- 
This was received in ISftl. They char- 
ged themselves with cash received of 
Eobert Hayes. Esq. 5-7.000. a total oi 
610.000. 
They took credit for 114 


items, aggregating 69.S02.70 all of 
which appear to ha\e beeu work and 
material in and about the Court 
House, except the contract price paid 
to Alexander Cobean for building the 
jail of -5:>S13.12. Deducting this latter 
tbe Court House cost at that time 
§•5859.58. 


During 1804 the Commissioners paid 


about -5600 more to finish the building. 
They built a wall around the Goal the 
same year. The act of March 26th. 
1804 "was passed giving the commis- 
sioners authority to complete Court 
House, prison and prison yard, at a 
cost not exceeding the further sum of 
?4.00Q. 


The old records recall many interes- 


ting facts of the days when the old 
Court House was built. Among items 
purchased are ten plate stoves, shovels 
and tongs, caudles, candlesticks and 
there are repeated items of wood for 
Court House. 


The Old Court House stood until 


ISoS, Its more than half ceuturv o f j 
existence covers a most interesting 
period of the life of the town and 
county to which reference can not be 
made at this time. We will simply 
add that within the old -Court House. 


two men who became Presidents of the 
United States, stood and spoke. 


It was in 1822 James Buchanan was 


admitted to the Bar of this county in 
the Old Court House and was heard in 
a matter by tbe court. In 1840 Win. 
Henry 
Harrison, Old 
Tippeeanoe 


during his campaign came to Gettys- 
burg and addressed an audience that 
rilled the old Court House to the doors. 


In 1S59 after the present Court 


House was completed, the contract to 
demolish the old Court House in the 
square was given to John and Valen- 
tine Warner, sous of Valentine War- 
ner Sr. uncle of John M. Warner of 
Baltimore street. The Warner Bros, 
took down the building and with the 
brick erected the two houses on Car- 
lisle Street now owned by the Misses 
Crawford and Edward M. Bender. 
Some of the brick went into the con- 
struction of the residence now iieloug- 
Ing to Prof. Aaron Slieely on corner of 
Middle and Washington streets au<i 
some into tbe residence of David Ke.j- 
dlehart. now owned bv Wm. Hersh 
Esq. 


And so the old Court House nassed. 


FEEDING POULTRY. 


,*nrl«-J) In Ulct Xofi-wNarj- to Well 


Drlu*; ot i<"otvlN. 


Much Is continually being written In 


papers dealing with poultry as to the 
eonvct feeding of fowls, but when all 
Is said and done the gist of the advice 
resolvos Itself into this: Give enough 
nourishing food, and give variety. To 
our thinking, not enough stress Is laid 
on the latter point. The dietary which 
lias been decided upon may contain 
just the right amount of albuminoids, 
etc., which is considered to be the thing 
for correct feeding, but if this "bal- 
anced ration" be given for any length of 
time without variation the fowls will 
tire of it. It will then lose its value 
as a food, and the object -with which 
it was given will be partly defeated. 


Any poultry keeper who gives the. 


matter a moment's thought and who 
at all studies the comfort and well 
being of his stock will be careful to 
avoid monotony in the food given. 
Where as much variety as possible Is 
given and clean grit, water and green 
food supplied the danger from stale 
ground will not be nearly so great as 
when these essentials are neglected. 


I find when you are trying to get a 


profit out of the fowls it is a very 
good plan to keep a large old pot and 
into it pnt all your household scraps, 
such as potato peelings, meat bones, 
etc., and boil all up and mis with 
middlings nnd barley meal in equal 
proportions.' It furnishes thorn with a 
nice hot breakfast and saves ouving so 
much food, besides helping at this time 
of the year to bring them on to lay. A 
warm meal in the morning before yon 
let your hens out is the main thing, 
and it is very nice to fool there is noth- 
ing being wasted in tlie borne, as fowls 
will eat nearly everything. 
Another 


good plan is to try to buy your grain. 
in large quantities. It is cheaper. If 
you cannot go in for fowls on a large 
scale, have them on a small one, as 
they are most useful.—A. V. Meerscfi 
in Western Poultry Journal.

sion made by the first sight of that 
unique, grotesque, savagely beautiful 
and splendidly barbarous heart and 
greatness and glory of iloscow.

The Partridge is a handsome fowl. 


possessing all the characteristics of the 
Wyandotte breed, but differing in color 
of plumage, in which particular they 
reproduce the coloring of the Partridge 
Cochin. The Partridge Wyandotte lays 
larger eggs than any of the other vari- 
eties, and they are browner in the shelL 
This can be accounted for by the fact 
that other blood has been introduced 
to get the plumage, and the result is 
seen in the increase in size and the 
deeper color of the egg. The introduc- 
tion of entirely fresh blood always 
tends to strengthen the egg organs, and 
as a result all new varieties will be 
found better layers than those breeds 
that have been established many years- 
Considerable skill is required in mat- 
ing in order to get the birds to come 
true to type. The cock should have a 
rose comb, fitting closely to the head 
and the peak pointing downward to the 
neck; oyes hazel, with a nice brown 
ring round; face and ear lobes red: 
beak dark, stripetl with yellow; neck, 
hackles and saddle feathers a beautiful 
dark lemon color, with black down the 
center of each feather. The shoulders 
should be dark red; wing bars brown, 
edged1 with black; breast and thigh 
feathers black and brown; tail black, 
carried well back; legs yellow, with 
four tees on each foot—London Mail.

Com alone does not form a good 


food for laying hens, for it tends to 
the production of too much fat- 
If 


corn is allowed to form a large part "f 
the ration, a large amount of vcork 
must be provided. This may be sup- 
plied by scattering the feed deeply in 
litter, so that the fowls must scratch, 
for it Wheat forms a better food than 
corn, but a mixed ration is the best 
The fowls not only relish a mixed ra- 
tion better, but such a ration will be 
more cozr.rlotely digested and assimi- 
lated than one composed of only one 
kind of food. 
A ration mace up of 


corn, wheat, oats, barley, bran, shorts, 
clover or other green food, such as 
csnnccl wrsrzeis. cabbage, etc.. ground 
fresh bor.e and fresh meat scraps 
vcould wLcn properly proportioned and 
varied from week to -week be excellent 
for egg production.

•2-2,- 1801, on Feb. 23, 1801, Alexander 
Dobbin and David Moore conveyed to 
the three commissioners of the county 
Jacob Greeuauiyer. Robert Mcllheuny 
aud David Edie, the lots and property- 
conveyed to them by Gettys for the 
county. 


The same year William McC:2llan, 


Henry Hoke and William Hamilton 
were appointed commissioners by Jaw 
to erect in Gettysburg for the county 
of Adams a Court House and Goal.

Harrv F. Buehler, of this 
place, to reproduce the picture in the 
Co>rriu,KK for the benefit of CO.MPJLKK 
readers. We thank .Mr. Uuehler for 
being able to give CO.MIMJ.KK readers 
the rich treat of this picture. 


The picture is an.olcl ambertype and 


is said to have been taken on the day 
the contractors began to demolish the 
building. It was taken from the front 
of the :JcClellaii House and the Schick 
building to the rear projects a trifle be- 
yond the Court House. It is practi- 
cally impossible to get sharp lines in 
a reproduction from an ambertype and 
a plate from such reproduction will 
account for any imperfections in pic- 
ture. 


The building was square, of brick' 


with stone foundation. Each side of 
til' building was iimshed alike and in 
each of the four gables were faces of 
the town clock. The lower floor was 
the court room, the judges1 bench be- 
ing placed against the north door 
which was not used. On each side of 
the south door was a stairway leading 
to tbegalleries. the right stairway also 
leading to three rooms on the upper 
floor, grand and petit jurors' rooms. 
About one-third of the space in the 
main court room ivas given to juries. 
ou the right and left of the judge, and 
the attorneys sat iu front of the judge. 
Two great wood stoves heated the 
room.

000 inhabitants had watched the con- 
suming ilame m despair. The earth- 
quake had put out of U'-e the water 
service so that the city was without 
water iu lighting the Jlames. Dyna- 
mite was resorted to and rows of houses 
were blown to atoms to stop its course 
but the lire fiend leaped across the 
spaces. The accounts of the destruc- 
tion feebly tell the story of the most 
awful and appalling disaster that ha: 
ever happened to an American city. 


The only portion ol the city stand- 


ing is a part of the resideutal suburbs 
The business district with sky scrapei: 
has been blotted out. The property 
destroyed is estimated at more than 
§•200,000,000. Many lives were lost and 
this number increases with hourlj 
discoveries.
